Council 
Hears 


Citizens 


The plea of 10 Menlo Park 
residents that the proposed 
state freeway from the East 
Bay to the Pacific Ocean be 
“equitably” routed through 
Menlo Park, Palo Alto anid 
Stanford land was sympatheti- 
cally received by the city coun- 
cil Tuesday night. 

But, although Mayor William 
Lawson came out strongly’ in 


; favor of an equitable solution, 


the council took no action, 
pending further information on 
proposed freeway routes. 


In a two-page typewritten 
statement, the Menlo Park 
Freeway Group urged that 
the mayor and city council 
support the argument for 
“Route E,” which, they said, 
requires an equal percentage 
of Menlo Park, Palo Alto and 
Stanford land.” 


“Route A and its variations 
require a disproportionate 
share of Menlo Park residential 
property compared with Palo 
Alto,” the letter said. 

The group also stressed that 
Route E would: 

1. Have lower condemnation 
costs. 

2. Would disrupt fewer com- 
munity services. 

3. Would be the least disturb- 
ing to Menlo Park’s Master 
Plan for the community. 

4. Would have a lower total 
cost. ; 

“I’m sure the council will do 
everything to solve it in as 
equitable. a@ way.as. possible,’ 

ayor Lawson assured. Ray- 
mond R. Ogburn, spokesman 
for the Willow Freeway group. 
But the mayor added that the 
council doesn’t have enough in- 
formation now “to discuss the 
merits of the case.”

Mayor Lawson said the

The mayor told the Willow 
group that “we will be glad to 

work with you” and that “we 
certainly don’t want to injure 
too many people” in the free- 
way matter. He stressed that 
some sort of access across Mid- 
dlefield Road and El Camino 
is needed in the near future. 

Councilmen Ira Bonde said 
there was a certain amount 
of “defeatism” in the state 
plan and that “it certainly 
doesn’t solve internal prob- 
lems in Menlo Park.” 

“I will not delegate authori- 
ty to a state agency in telling 
me what has to be here,” Bonde 
emphasized. 

Both he and Mayor Lawson 
pointed out that the council 
has far too little information 
yet on the nature and location 
of freeway interchanges. 

R. A. Wallner, one of the 
freeway group, requested that 
| council ask highway officials 
for: detailed traffic flow map; 
detailed cost analysis for both 
Routes A and E; 100 scale 
aerial photos; and rough fig- 
ures for traffic volume.

Widow Sues 
For Death 
Of Husband 


A $250,000 damage suit con- 
cerning a fight between two 
men who are now dead has 
been filed in Superior Court, 
against the city of Menlo Park 
by Mrs. Bessie Mitchell, widow 
of one of the men. 

Her husband was Frank Mit- 
chell, 623 Ivy St., Menlo Park, 
killed by police officer John 
Lyle—who was later shot to 
death attempting to ‘check 
out” a stolen car. 

The case will most likely be} 
handled by the city’s insurance 
carrier, Menlo Park City Attor- 
ney John Jorgenson declared 
this week. 

In statements taken after 
Mitchell’s death, Lyle said that 
he fired his gun just as Mit- 
chell turned on him with a 
butcher knife and threw it. 

The knife missed but the] 
bullets did not. 

According to police reports, 
Mrs. Mitchell had requested 
officers to come to her home. 

In the suit, she alleges it 
was the police department’s 
fault that she has been depriv- 
ed of the companionship, love} 
and affection of her husband. | 

The officer, Mrs. Mitchell} 
said, acted “in a manner totally | 
uncalled for by the circum- 
stances.” 

Police chief George Potter! 
said Lyle fired one shot into 
the ceiling as Mitchell advanc- 
ed on his wife with the knife. | 
Mitchell turned on the officer | 
and Lyle shot in self defense, | 
Potter declared.

As this is written, there’s growing evidence in town 
that citizens are getting concerned — deeply concerned — 
over what’s going to happen to Menlo Park if a freeway, 
built along any one of several of the 13 routes proposed 
by the State Division of Highways is installed to connect 
Willow and Sand Hill Roads.

Mrs. Greenleaf, until recently a trustee of the Menlo 
Park Library, has helped to guide the local educational 
service since September, 1953, when then-Mayor Michael 
L. Belangie appointed her to a special library study com- 
mittee. Later, Mrs. Greenleaf became a trustee for the 
new Menlo Park city library ,;when the board was organized 
in 1954. Our library is now a flourishing example of a city 
library uniquely affiliated with the San Mateo county 
library system. 

From the germ of an idea, through the building and 
furnishing of a library to the acquiring of staff and books 
and materials in the new building, Mrs. Greenleaf has 
watched it grow. 

Circulation of books for the fiscal year 1954-55 was at 
10,000. In the fiscal year ending June 30, 1960, circulation 
figures had jumped to 230,000. 

The largest gain was shown between the years 1957 
to 1960, when, with the opening of the new building, circu- 
lation grew from 132,000 to the previously-noted high. 

Mrs. Greenleaf has been a member of the Menlo Park 
Friends of the Library since first organized in 1954 
through the efforts of the Menlo-Atherton branch, American 
Association of University Women. Through her interest 
and enthusiasm for this kind of a library group, she was 
the pioneering chairman of a similar organization at the 
veterans’ hospital, where she has served as an eight-year 
volunteer as a Red Cross Gray Lady

This demonstrates the importance of that phrase which 
nowadays gets stuck into every new ordinance or amend- 
ment which comes through the hands of city attorneys. 
It’s the one that says: 

“All laws and ordinances or parts thereof in conflict 
herewith are hereby repealed.” 

Using such a catch-all phrase may be sloppy work- 
manship, but it saves a lot of trouble.

On a national level, the 
“Not” story has been ped- 
dled on a grand scale. Union 
leaders, congressmen, lobby- 
ists of all sorts, and a host of 
paid civil service workers 
have seen their names in

“Congressman Soandso to- 
day denied that he is now, 
or ever has been, a member 
of the Communist Party (or 
John Birch society, Anti-Sa- 
loon League, Greenback par- 
ty, Ku Klux Klan, paid staff 
of General Motors — you 
name it).” 

The trusting reader might 
assume that “where there’s 
smoke, there’s fire.’ And the 
result is that some wretched 
penny-a-liner, with no more 
reason that that he had a dull 
half-hour to kill, has damaged 
the reputation of a responsi- 
ble public or quasi-public offi- 
cial. 

Of course, public officials 
themselves have not been re- 
miss in joining in this margi- 
nal type of carrying-on, either. 
You don’t have to read too ma- 
ny issues of any given daily 
newspaper before you'll come 
across a story that starts some- 
thing like, 

“Congressman Shoddy, 
chairman of the powerful 
House something - or - other 
commitiee, today said he 
planned to ‘look carefully’ in- 
to the financial doings of the 
Glow - Worm Ornithopter 
Company.” 

Whether he ever ‘looks care- 
fully” or, indeed, looks into 
anything about the company in 
question is beside the point. 
Congressman Shoddy has got 
his name in the paper and, if 
he’s the kind of a person who 
goes in for such things, his 
purposes will have been served 
thereby. 

Another device which irre- 
sponsible newspaper people 
sometimes use is the “out of 
context quotation.” 

Almost anybody is apt to 
lapse into speculation, a flight 
of fancy, or a wild assertion 
based on incomplete informa- 
tion, at times. 

It’s unfair to quote a public 
official when he’s doing this 
but it gets done. Thus you may 
read something like this: 

“Planning ¢ om missioner 
Glotz indicated his possible 
opposition to a plan to build 
a seven-story apartment at 
Woodlawn and  Hofbrau 
streets, because it would 
shade out the calendulas in 
the neighborhood.” 

The meetings of public bo- 
dies would be a lot more light- 
some, if the various councils 
and commissions could count 
on reporters’ not quoting jokes 
and asides as portions of seri- 
ous debate. 

Jokes may be hilarious when 
spoken and everybody in the 
hall may laugh heartily at 
thsm, but®an unconscionable 
scribe, quoting them out of 
context, is apt to make the 
joker sound like some sort of 
trivial-minded buffoon. 

Small wonder that more and 
more public officials duck out 
the back way when they see a 
reporter coming in the front, 
or take refuge behind the 
phrase, 

“For heaven’s sake don’t 
quote me, but...”

SOUTH SAN FRANCISCO 
(Special) — The speed dogs at 
Baden Kennel club, champions 
of two coasts, will go into ac- 
tion tomorrow night for the 
benefit of another big Saturday 
night crowd, it was announced 
today. 

Greyhound racing has staged 
a definite comeback in povular- 
ity, according to officials of the 
South San Francisco track.

New Assault 
Being Made on 
‘Estate’ Zone 


A new assault on Menlo 
Park’s “residential estate” zone 
was held up—at least tempo- 
rarily—as city planners Mon- 
day night tabled a new pro- 
posal to cut an acre and a half 
into four lots. 

Request for the resubdivi- 
sion was presented by Mrs. 
Josephine DeMartini, 1241 Val- 
paraiso Ave., who argued that, 
since her property abuts a 
zone in which 15,000-square- 
foot lots are allowed, she 
should be able to reclassify her 
land to that limit. 

At present, Mrs. DeMartini’s 
land is in a zone in which 
20,000 square feet is required 
as a minimum lot size. She 
owns a parcel containing 59,000 
square feet. 

City Planner Bob Gray 
pointed out that, even if the

| Nearly half of all people dis-| 
| abled in these accidents were | 
actively mowing the lawn) 
when they were hurt, the re-| 
port reveals. 

With the increaging use of |

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New Gadgets for Cameraites 


This is the season of the 
year when the amateur photo- 
grapher, camera in hand, goes 
forth to record the ever new, 
ever impressive spectacle of 
nature putting on her very 
best finery for another spring. 

Some, not content with flow- 
ers on hillsides, towering 
clouds or the blooms of bushes 
and trees next to a pretty face, 
will take on sterner projects: 
The photographing say, of such 
hard-to-catch subjects as nest- 
ing birds, young wild things in 
their native habitats, and other 
phenomena of the world’s an- 
nual unfolding.

For the “black and white” 
photographer, too, faster films 
are available, including one 
type rated as twice as fast as 
previously available roll films. 
It is so fast that it allows the) 
taking of many indoor pictures | 
without flash bulbs, floodlights 
or time exposures. 

OTHER AIDS 

Whatever type of camera a 
photographer uses — whether 
it be a simple box camera or a| 
complicated precision instru- 


some of the other aids availa- 
ble. 

For instance, most camera- 
men find themselves in doubt, 
sooner or later, as to the 
amount of light available for a 
picture, and for these an ex- 
posure meter is a “must.” 

New ones are uncomplicat- 
ed in operation and can be 
“read” without difficulty. 
They are inexpensive as well 
in view of the amounts of 
film and time and disappoint- 
ment they can save. 

For color photographers 
whose experience has told 
them some pictures will come 
out with unwanted reddish or 
bluish tints, there’s a meter 
which tells the “color temper- 
ature” of the light available in 
any situation, and also indi- 
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cates what filters should be 
used to correct conditions oth 
erwise hard to overcome. 

For those who have the urge 
but not the camera, many fine 
new units are available in all 
sizes. 

Couples with children will 
find special advantages in mo- 
tion picture photography, pho- 
tographers declare. 

All major manufacturers 
have introduced new, low-cost 
home motion picture equip- 
ment, and cameras of this type 
range from $30 up.
